Agree With Defense. 

Judges Fish; Atkinson and Hines 

vreed with the defense that the trial

DuPre was originally sentenced to 
hang on March 10, following his con- 
viction for holding up and robbing 
the Nat Kaiser jewelry establishment 
on Peachtree street, and shooting to 
death Irby C. Walker, Pinkerton de- 
tective, and seriously wounding B. 
Graham West, city comptroller. 

The case attracted nation-wide at- 
tention. He admitted the shooting 
and blamed it on his infatuation for 
Betty Andrews, young woman from 
Gainesville. She is now at her home 
in Gainesville on probation. She 
pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor and 
was sentenced to the state farm, but 
was given her release on condition 
that she stays in her home city for the 
period of the sentence and behaves 
- herself, 

Caught in Detroit. 

DuPre was at large for several 
weeks after the killing, and was final- 
ly apprehended in Detroit. The chase 
Jed detectives through many large 
cities, and clue after clue was follow- 
ed before he was finally errested by 
Detroit police. 

After holding a jewelry salesman 
at bay with a pistol and securing 
a large diamond from the Kaiser store 
DuPre made a break for the door. 
The Pinkerton man stepped in his 
way, and was.shot to death. DuPlre 
ran rapidly through the Kimball house 
arcade to the hotel lobby, where he 
encountered a group of prominent 
men, including B. Graham West. The 
city comptroller attempted to halt 
him and was shot through the face. 
He receovered, after lingering in a 
critical condition for weeks. 

DuPre's trial was held before Kage 
H. A. Mathews, of Macon, who was 
presiding in the Fulton criminal court 
at the time. A subsequent motion 
for a new trial filed by Attorney 
Allen was denied and the appeal to 
the supreme court was made.

Capacity Is Limited 
In explainirg the return of harm 
less patients to their respective coun- 
ties to er taken care of by the coun- 
ties, Dr. N. H. Jones, superintendent 
of the ieisttartom, stated that Gover- 
nor Thomas W. Hardwick issued in- 
structions last year that an exchange 
system of prisoners be adopted. He 
said this was recommended because 
the sanitarium was unable to take care 
of all patier.ts sent to it every ‘year. 
Dr. Jones said Governor Hardwick 
instructed the authorities to send 
harmless patients back to their coun- 
ties and receive in their place the more 
violent patients who must be kept un- 
der restraint. He gave the committee 
information concerning the number of 
patients, the number of employees and 
expenses of administration. Dr. Jones 
said the average number of patients 
last year was 4,097 and said this had 
dropped this year as a result of the 
exchange system to about 3,900. 
Representatives Carswell, of Wil- 
kinson, and Quincey, of Coffee, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the annual 
reports of the sanitarium should be 
more explicit it showing how the 
money received at the sanitarium 1s 
being disbursed. The committee took 
no action on a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Ennis, of Balwin, appro- 
priating $29,000 to remodel an ice 
plant at the sanitarium. The com- 
mittee will meet again next ‘Tuesday 
afternoon.

Washington, July 13.—( By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Reading into the 
record a newspaper attack on the state 
of Georgia for recent lynchings in 
Wayne county, Senator Calder, of 
New York, provoked a spirited debate 
in the senate today in which several 
southern senators participated, includ- 
ing Senator Harris, of Georgia. 

The Georgia senator charged Sena- 
tor Calder with attempting to exag- 
gerate the true conditions by insert- 
ing the story in the record, declaring 
that more lawlessness could be found 
in the city of New York in a week 
than in the state of Georgia in a 
year. 

Referring to the Wayne county in- 
cident, the newspaper story said Gov- 
ernor Thomas W. Hardwick had of- 
fered a high reward for the lynchers 
and was determined to break up 
lynching in the state. Senator Har- 
ris took offense to the act of Sen- 
ator Calder, in inserting it'in the rec- 
ord, while both he and Senator Wat- 
son, of Georgia, were absent from the 
chamber. 

Sees Sectional Issue. 

He declared that “every Georgia 
governor, even the present one, had 
deprecated lynching” and that from 
the record in his state, the New York 
senator should not raise a sectional 
issue. 

Senator Harris then proceeded to 
read from a New York newspaper of 
current date, and recited a few of the 
crimes listed for the past 24 hours. 
“The senator from New York speaks 
of lawlessness in Georgia and refers 
to lynching, but it is dangerous to 
walk abroad in daylight in the sena- 
Yer’s city,” Senator Harris said. 

The Georgia member then declared 
that the south should be left alone 
to settle its negro question, adding 
that outside interference would not 
help. 

“The good people of the south and 
Georgia deplore lynchings just as the 
gvod people of other states deplore 
them,” he said. “Many negroes have 
gone north and received treatment dif- 
ferent from what they expected. Some 
of them have returned and said they 


suffered more in the north than in 


the south and have been glad to come 
back home where they are well 
treated.” 

e¢ Anxious to Return. 

Those who went north were disap- 
pointed and were anxious™® return, 
as a rule, the Georgia senator said. 

Senator Harris declared that it was 
the duty of every citizen of the United 
States to abandon sectional references, 
and that as long as he was in the set- 
ate he could never raise a sectional 
issue which would tend to arraigu 
north against south or east against 
west, 

Senator Shields, Tennessee, inter- 
rupted to say that Senator Calder had 
not mentioned lawlessness in the rorth. 

“He did not say anything about the 
recent terrible massacre of miners at 
Herrin, Ill., almost in the shadow of 
the city hall of Chicago,” exclaimed 
Senator Shields. “We do ndt know 
how many were killed; it runs any-

Instructions were sent at the direc- 
tion of the president to Major Gen- 
eral John L. Hines, at San Antonio, 
Texas, to prepare a sufficient force 
of troops to give adequate protec- 
tion to the lines of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas railroad which have 
been attacked by striking shopmen, .

Louis, the receiver appointed by a 
United States court for the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, the advice that he 
again called on the governor of ‘Texas 
for protection for the railroad prop- 
erty, he having reported that previ- 
ous appeals to the state executive had 
been unheaded. The receiver further 
was promised that should his appeal 
bring no protection from the state au- 
thorities, “the federal government is 
ready to afford protection and will 
take action, if necessary, as soon as 
you have reply from the governor.” 

Expect Delay in reply. 

Secretary Weeks, who carried out 
the president's instruction, after a 
conference at the white house, at 
which he and Mr. Hardinggwent over 
an appeal from the receiver for fed- 
€nal protection, had tonight received 
no reply from Mr. Schaff and because 
of the necessity of communicating 
with Governor Neff, of Texas, it was 
regarded probable that Mr. Schaff 
would be unable to advise the govern- 
ment before some time late tomor- 
row. 

Officials in announcing the govern- 
ment’s action, emphasized it was taken 
because the Missouri, Kansas’ and 
Texas was in the hands of a receiver 
appointed by a federal court and con- 
sequently was under the supervisiog 
of the federal government. No offi- 
cial statement was available to indi- 
cate that the action was to be taken 
as a precedent determining the policy 
to be followed by the government in 
other cases where violence and law- 
lessness arising from the strike inter- 
fered with the two essentials as enu- 
merated by President Harding in his 
proclamation—movement of the mailg 
and maintenance of interstate com- 
merce. It is understood, however, that 
the president personally will pass on 
other emergencies that may arise call- 
ing for the use of troops where the 
question of federal receivership is 
not involved. 

Although the action in the case of 
the M., K. & T. railroad was the big 
step in the rail strike situation here, 
there were other developments in the 
capital in connection with the strike 
during the day.

Perryvman’s Plan. 

Mr. Perryman outlined his plan in 
detail as follows: 

The state highway system of Georgia 
consists of 5,500 miles of highways, form- 
ing a so-called county seat to county seat 
System, which will best serve the needs of 
the state at large and at the same time 
has been so intelligently laid out by the 
state highway department to meet the re- 
quirements of the United States government 
as to trunk line systems, etc. It shonld 
be completed as promptly as possible, but in 
doing so a plan of procedure should be 
adopted which would give as promptly as 
possible to all of the counties of the state 
a “‘usable’’ system of highways, though 
not necessarily a ‘‘completed’’ system, but 
so constructed that maintenance charge 
would be decreased to the minimum thus re- 
sulting not only to the convenience and 
comfert of the people, but a great saving 
in the cost of maintenance of the highways 
in their present unimproved condition and 
at the same time call for minimum cost of 
construction. The following pian is there- 
fore suggested: . 

There has already been completed, or 
nearly 80, approximately 1,500 miles of bigh- 
ways, leaving about 4,000 miles still un- 
completed. It is suggested that work pro- 
ceed along a line to result in the comple- 
tion of one highway through each county 
before any more than one highway is coa- 
structed in any county and estimated that 
under this plan the mileage to be present- 
ly constructed would be decreased to some- 
where in the neighborhood of 3,000 miles, 
leaving appruximately 1,000 miles for con- 
struction later as what might be called a 
secondary system. 

$10,000 a Mile Cost. 

Many of the counties, in fact, a large 
majority of them, except, perhaps, in the 
immediate neighborhood of the larger towns 
or cities, can be perfectly well served for 
many years to come by properly locating 
highwyas with substantial permanent bridges 
and grading and an all weather surface con- 
sisting of so-called ‘‘top soil,’’ ‘‘sand clay,’’ 
‘‘gravel,’’ ‘‘water bound macadam’’ or other 
similar material which would not cost on 
an average more than from $8,000 to $10,000 
per mile, which would, while adequately 
serving the people at this time, form the 
proper foundation for completed permanent 
hard surface as traffic conditions in each 
community may later prove to be neces: 
sary. 

It must be borne {jn mind, however, that 
the federal aid law requires a certain per- 
centage of federal funds must be appited 
to hard surface, concrete, bituminous-mac- 
adam, asphalt or similar material; but 
there would be a sufficient mileage of roads 
required in the neighborhood of the larger 
cities and towns to utilize this federal aid 
upon these in a way to fully conform to 
federal requirements. Furthermore, it would 
seem to be right and proper to apply state 
aid funds as uniformly as possible tn the 
reveral connfies, uot necessarily on the 
basis of distribution of dollars for con- 
struction, which would be unfair because 
by reason of topography, etc., the cost of 
grading in some counties would be much 
greater than in others, but to limit the 
expenditure on top soiling, graveling of 
other wearing surface to as nearly as pos- 
sible uniformly expenditures per mile In 
each county. The plan might even be adopt; 
ed to advantage of providing only the graded 
bridged and top-sofled or graveled surface in 
every county, requiring each county which 
may by reason of its own necessities de- 
sire concrete. asphalt or other permanent 
hard surface to provide’ the 
funds necessary for this jncreased cost or, 
in any event, as match to federal ald for 
such hard surface highway as each par: 
ticular county may require.

The Greatest Issue, 


There can be no doubt that the matter 
of highways is the greatest issue before 
the American people today. There is more 
money being expended on this than in any 
other line. There ig greater engineering 
talent being applied to the solving of its 
problems than to any other line of the en- 
gineering profession. Beneficial results are 
bound to be accomplished in the very near 
future and it would therefore seem that the 
state of Georgia's best policy would be to 
prepare its system for such completed con- 
struction as may be done to advantage after 
these problems have been solved. 

In conclasion it is suggested that while 
the completion of the usable system of high- 
ways is of prime importance, the reim- 
bursement of the counties for the money 
they have provided to match federal aid dur-

LET ALL VOTE ON IT! 


Sentiment in Georgia favoring the 
abolition of the fee system has been 
crystallized in the form of a legis- 
lative bill providing that the ques- 
tion of whether county officials 
shall be paid fixed salaries or re 
munerated on a fee basis, as at 
present, shall be optional with the 
voters of the respective counties. 

In other words, if the: proposed 
measure becomes law each county 
in Georgia would be given the right 
io determine by expression of its 
qualified voters whether or not op- 
eration of the fee system should 
be discontinued within its borders. 

The legislature would have noth- 
ing whatsoever to say or to do 
about it, further than to confer 
upon the people of each county the 
legal right to hold a referendum 
election on the question—the legal 
rnght to abolish the system if they 
want to, or to retain it, if the ma- 
jority of the voters of the county 
went it retained. 

Surely, nothing could be fairer, 
more reasonable or more democrat: 
ic than that! 

However, opponents of the Dill! 
argue that statewide abolition of 
the fee system would work a hard. 
ship upon the smaller counties, 
which, they contend, get along 


much more economically under it 
than would be possible if their of- 
ficials were paid commensurate 
salaries; therefore, they oppose any 
torm of anti-fee system legislation. 

The position they take with ref: 
erence to the possible effect of sup- 
planting the fee system by the sal. 
ery system in counties of scant 
population and of low property 
values may be sound; but even if 
what they say is true, that consti- 
tutes no valid reason why the leg- 
istature should refuse to let the peo. 
pie of the various counties decide 
the issue for themselves, if they 
want to. 

Opposition to any legislation in- 
tended to disturb the operation of 
the fee system in Georgia is so 
strong that there seemed to be no 
likelihood of agreement in the 
house committee to which the Dill 
was regularly committed, so, by 
agreement, the matter was referred 
to a sub-committee for such amend- 
ment or revision as both elements

could agree upon. 

And as a compromise, Speaker 
Neill, a member of the committee 
in charge of the bill, has suggested 
a substitute plan by which the ref: 
erendum provision of the measure 
would apply only to counties of 
40,000 or more population, which

It is to be hoped that the Neill 
suggestion will not be approved, 
either by the committee or by the 
legislature as a whole.

lege should not be extended to all 
counties. 

Why Should the legislature ar- 
bitrdarily draw a line as between 


“counties, saying to one, “You may 


decide for yourself whether or not 
you want to continue under the 
{ee system, because you are a big 
county,” and to another, “You may 
not, because you are a little coun. 
ty7z" 

“And why draw the line, if at 
all, at 40.000 population? Why not 
at 60,000, or 50,000, or 30,000 or 
10,000? 

Why, for that matter, if the demo- 
cratic privilege of self-determina- 


tion is togbe abridged at all, why

many people of a densely-populated 
county? 

Or are they less entitled to the 
privilege of exercising that right, 
simply because they are relatively 
few in numbers? 

Let us hope that the committee 
and the legislature will give these 
questions due consideration—mind- 
ful that Georgia is operating under 
a democratic form of government— 
before finally disposing of this vi- 
tally important issue.

The approaching crisis, confirmed 
by figures based on investigutions 
both of the operators and miners, is 
actually the basis of the program of 
delay initiated by the mine workers 
and aided by the continued discus- 
sions, arguments and counter propus- 
als launched by the bituminous opera- 
tors, in the wuke of President Hard- 
ing’s arbitration proposal. ' 

The tactics of the miners result, 
from the belief that if the strike can | 
be plolonged for another two weeks | 
the critical situation throughout the! 
nation will force the operators to! 


come to the terms the miners have| 
demanded, namely, direct negotiation. 
And, to the end of this delay, the op- 
erators are contributing by apparently 
attempting to settle the strike through 
Statements, first directed at the 
miners and then at the “meddlesome 
action” of the government in “inter- 
fering in the coal situation.” 

Iiven the coal price scales agreed 
upon between the operators and Sec- 
retary Hoover have come into the ver- 
bal campaign raging around the presi- 
dent's arbitration proposal. A letter 
to Hloover from National Coal associ- 
ation officials, meeting in Pittsburyg, 
protests: that the arbitration sugges- 
tion, if aecepted, “would upset the 
basis established for fair prices in the 
coal trade.” Operators contend that 
if miners return to work under the 
old scale, as suggested by Harding, 
production would either decline, or the 
public would have to look for an it- 
crease of $30,000,000 a month in the 
cost of coal.

Never- 
theless, we seem to be increasingly 
layylesS; we seem bent on destroying 
the structure we have builded. 


“Illinois is but an instance, though 
a ghastly one, of our reckless disre- 
gard of our own laws, made by our- 
selves. If we love our country; if 
we believe in civilization, it is our sol- 
emn duty now, es never before, to 
throw our weight behind the law and 
the law enforcing bodies. 


“Grave as this tendency toward law 
breaking is, it is but one of the dan- 
gerous tendencies of the present. 
There is a doctrine abroad in the 
land which is just as destructive. This 
doctrine is that our function in life 
is to get by with as little work as 
possible. — Where would we be 
now of our ancestors had failed to 
work over and beyond a time suffi- 
cient to give them the bare necessi- 
ties of life? We would be living in 
huts and hovels, and prancing about 
dressed in animal skins. 

U. S. Must Reorganize. 

“In order to meet this situation we 
must reorganize, in many respects, our 
theory of business. We must endeav- 
or to adjust it to the needs of this 
problem. We must work toward the 
condition of affairs whereby we may 
correctly allude to ‘those engaged in 
industry’ rather than to ‘employer and 
employee.’ We must’ endeavor to 
create conditions where in the self- 
evident interest of all is the success 
of the business in which they are 
engaged. We must work out, wher- 
ever possible, some type of partner- 
ship relationship. This may be by 
profit-sharing, or some form of 
group work or something of like na- 
ture.”

STATEMENT OF CHAIRMAN HOOPER OF

“The Transportation Act, under which the Railroad Labor 
Board functions, makes the enforcement of the Board’s de- 
cisions largely dependent on public sentiment and imposes 
upon the Board the duty of publishing information relative 
to the ‘respective privileges, rights and duties of carriers and 


employees.’ 


In order that the general public, the railway manage- 
ment and the shopcraft employees may understand the at- 
titude of the Board toward the strike and may have a cor- 
recr conception of the Board’s powers and duties in the 
premises, the following statement is made public. 

The law confers upon the Board no powers of arbitration, 
‘mediation and conciliation, by virtue of which it can intervene.

and-take process, effect a compromise of any differences that 


may exist.

PROPOSE GEORGIA 
TAX ON LUXURIES 


Acoption of a resolution calling on 
each statehouse department to furnish 
the senate in writing by July 20, 


with the number of its employees, the | 
salary or fee received by each, and | 


full data covering all other operation 
of the de; artment; renewal of the 
capital removal fight, and the in- 
troduction of a resolution looking to 
the levy of a luxury tax on opera, 
motion pictures, soft drinks and other 
luxuries, to raise pension revenue, 
were important features of the senate 
session Thursday. 

The resolution inquiring into all 
capitol departments was a substitute 
for that of Senators J. R. Thomas 
and L. C. Brown, asking an investi- 
gation of the department of agricul- 
ture. This measure and the capital 
removal question both brought on bit- 
ter debate. 

The senate authorized the appoint- 
ment of a comnuittee of eight mem- 
bers, three from the senate and five 
from the house, to investigate charges 
in a resolution offered by Senators 
Wohlwender. Thomas and Lassiter. 
that an “insidious lobby has harassed 
meinbers of the legislature an! per- 
sistently withheld from the people for 
six years the right to vote on the 
pending capital removal bill.” 

Tax on Luxuries. 

Senator Golucke, of the 19th, was 
author of the luxury tax resolution, 
which, in accordance with customary 
senate rules, was laid on the table for 
one day. It provides for appoint- 
ment of a joint committee consisting 
of two members of the senate and 
three of the house to draft a bill to 
raise revenue for state pensioners by 
the following method: 

Levy of a 15 per cent tax on all 
operas and concerts, where admission 
is more than 35; 5 per cent on adniis- 
sion tickets of all motion picture 
houses and similar amusement enter- 
prises; 10 per cent on all theaters 
charging admission of $1.50 to $2; 10 
per cent on all baseball and football 
games, where admission is eharged. 

One per cent tax on all soft drinks 
dispensed over the counter, when 
made from a combination of syrups, 
extracts or flavoring, and require 
every soda fountain operator and soft 
drink dispenser to register and take 
out a license and to make a return 
to the proper authority on the first 
day of each month. 


In addition to the foregoing, a 10! 
ner cert levy is proposed on all per- | 


fumeries, cosmetics and like articles, 
such tax to be in tie form of a tax 
stamp, which shall be purchased from 
the state treasurer, who may desig- 
nate county tax collectors as_ his 
agents. 
Campaign Fund 

Senator David, of the Forty-third, 
made the direct charge in debate over 
effort to probe the department of agri- 
culture, that Commissioner J. J. 
Brown, “in building up his political 
machine,” assessed the employes in bis 
department a certain sum of their 
monthly salaries as a contributior. to- 


ward a campaign fund for his re- 
election.

‘Do you know that personally?” 


asked Senator Bellab. 
“T have the information from a clerk 
in his employ,” answered David. 


“Would you give his name to an 
investigating committee?” pursued 


Senator Bellah. 

“I'll give his name at 
time,” replied Davis. 

Other speakers, among them Sena- 
tor Jacksor., of the Twenty-first, scored 
the fight against Brown. He said it 
was an atteinpt to make of the agri- 
cultural department a “political foot- 
ball.’ 

“Brown might be incompetent—T 
don’t say he's not—but he’s honest,” 
declared the senator.” “I sav this sub- 
stitute is not offered to kill off the 
fight against that department. All the 
departments ought to be included. 
They all ought to be checked up. If 
this had been done last year some 
things would not have occurred that 
did happen.” 

Senator Womble asked him what 
charges, if anv, he had heard against 
the department of agriculture. 

“Rumors of Incomptency.” 

He replidd that he had heard ru- 
mors of incompetency and that Brown 
was trying to build up a ring. “No 
charges have been made against the 
department except by disgruntled puoli- 
ticians who bave tried to get some- 
thing out of J. J. Brown and failed,” 
he added. 

“I'll tell you, there are other de- 
partments trying to build up a ring. 
The governor of Georgia is engaged 
right now in trying to build up one 
of the strongest rings the state ever 
saw.” 

Senator Thomas, joint author with 
Senator Brown, of the resolution 


the proper 


‘aimed at the department, opened the 


debate with a hot speeeh in which he 
declared he had information that 
Brown has from one to three ap- 
pointees in every county in the state. 

“He has ’em inspecting oil, inspect- 
ing fertilizer, running down bees, and 
everything imaginable,” he said, “It's 
got to where a farmer can’t raise bees 
without a rigid inspection from the 


department of agriculture.’ 
Senator Wohlwender defended the 
department against being made a 


“oat.” 

Senator Johnny Jones charged the 
department with shifting and juggling 
items in its financial report, and as- 
serted that he had discovered consid- 
erable discrepancies between the 1¥21 
and 1922 reports. 

The substitute finally adopted was 
in fact the substitute offered enrlier 
in the sessien by Senator Boykin 
calling for an inquiry into all state 
departments. 

Objects to Committee. 

Senator Brown took the floor, and, 
referring to his recent resolution to 
abolish the bureau of markets, a 
branch ef the department of agricul- 
ture, reminded the senate that it had 
referred the measure to the commit- 
tee on agriculture, where it would not 
receive “fair consideration, because 
Senator Mills, on the payroll of the 
department of agriculture, is chair- 
man of that committee.” 

Mr. Mills took the floor on a point 
of personal privilege. “I severed my 
connection with the department of 
agriculture before the legislature con- 
vened this summer,” he said, “and the 
inference that I would be unfair is 
without foundation. In last sum- 
mer’s session I always offered to re- 
linquish the chair to the vice chair- 


man when matters touching the de- 
partment of agriculture cafne before 


us.”’ 

The resolution askimg a probe of 
the capital removal situation is the 
same measure which the senate ta- 
bled a year ago. 

| Vote Not in Sight. 

On being taken from the table at 
the beginning of Thursday’s session, 
the resolution precipitated a heated 
debate. 

Senator Lassiter declared that the 
subject of capital removal has had in 
effect on every important measure 
introduced in the legislature in the 
last five years. He charged that a 
group of lobbyists have béen draining 
the people of Macon for money, there- 
by forcing the people of Atlanta to 
put up money to combat the activi- 
ties of the removal forces. None of 
the persons engaged in this activity 
want the capital removal bill brought 
to its passage, he said. 

Senator Wohlwender, speaking for 
the resolutior, said his home county 
(Muscogee) unquestionably would 
vete to retain the capitol in

APS CONSIDER OF 
10 BUY RUSS ISLAND 


Tokio. July 18.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.) —The Japanese government 
is considering an offer for the pur- 
chase of the Island of Sakhalien from 
Russia, according to the Yorou, @ 
Tokio vernacular newspaper. 

The Island of Sakhalien, approx!- 
mately 400 miles in length, lies off 
the coast of the maritime vrovince 
of Siberia immediately north of 
Japan. 

Sana occupation of Sakahalien 
and the contiguous mainland during 
recent years has developed a contro- 
versy over her policy and intentions at 
heme and abroad that in scme quar- 
ters produced direct charges of im- 
perialistie land grabbing against the 
‘lokio government. 

On June 24 last the Japanese gov- 
ernment announced that Japan would 
evacuate the maritime provinces of 
Siberia by October 30, 1922. 

While the announcement of evacua- 


‘tion of the mainland was hailed in 
‘many quarters as proof of Japan's 


sineerity, it was remarked at the time 
that "no mention was made of the 
future of Sakhalien. The southern 
half of which has been in Nipponese 
hands for a considerable period and 
the northern half ever sincé the mas- 
sucre of Japanese at Nikolaieysk, a 
mainland point epposite the island, 
about two years ago. 

The value of Sakhalien lies not only 
in the natural resources it possesses 
but also in its proximity to great fish- 
ing grounds of the Amur fiver estuary 
opposite where thousands of Japanese 
now are engaged in reaping the har- 
vest from the sea.

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TWO ARE KILLED, 
SIX WOUNDED 
IN SHOOTING FRAY 


Montrose. Pa., July 13.—Two men 
were shot and killed, and six other 
persons, including a girl, were in- 
jured in a shooting affair at Bear 
Swamp, Pa., near the New York 
state line early today. ‘The dead are 
Charles Wakeman, of Little Mead- 
ows, Pa., and Fred Tydoni, a for- 
eizgn-speaking farmer, at whose house 
the shooting occurred.
